the theater than helpers of an y other 
kin d. 
They b ossed all the warlike 
preparation s. 
The great n ight came, an d the sol­ 
diers had tho house.

also filled the seats on the lower floor. 
Mrs. Lan grishe took the part of Jessie 
Brown . 
AVhen the attack was made on 
the fort the firin g was terrific.

It cost the Gov ern men t ab ou t $2,000, 
an d would hav e b een dear it seems to 
me, at that man y cen ts. Yin n ie Ream’s 
statu e of Lin coln stan ds in fron t of the 
City Hall on a pedestal which is far too 
high for the statu e. 
For it the Gov ­ 
ern men t paid $15 ,000. 
A little to the 
right of the b u st of Lin coln in statu ary 
hall, an d immediately ab ov e it, there is 
a mosiae portrait of the marty red Pres­ 
iden t-. 
It ¡« made of thou san ds of little 
I » its of ston es, an d is, I shou ld say , two 
or three feet squ are. 
It represen ts tho 
Presiden t a s fu ll-b earded, an d it looks 
v ery mu ch a s thou gh it wore made b y 
some of the n ewspaper artists of the 
day . 
Fran k B. Carpen ter’s pictu re of 
the proclamation of the eman cipation 
con tain s 
a v ery fair portrait of the Pres­ 
iden t. 
It han gs on the walls of the 
Capitol staircase leadin g to the Hou se 
gallery , an d looks down at Power« ’ 
statu e of Jefferson , which stan ds in a 
n iche b elow. 
A mile east of the Capitol, in the cen ­ 
ter of Lin coln squ are, which is a b eau ­ 
tifu l park, the b ron ze grou p en titled 
Eman cipation ” is to b e seen . 
It rep­ 
resen ts Ab raham Lin coln holdin g in his 
right han d the proclamation of freedom. 
A slav e kn eels at his feet with man a­ 
cles b roken an d ab ou t to rise. 
On his 
left is the b razen tru n k of a tree, with 
lash an d chain s ab ou t it, an d the ex ­ 
pression on the face of the freedman 
ami that of the great Lin coln are v ery 
good in deed. 
This mon u men t was paid 
for b y the su b scription s of the colored 
people of the Un ited States. 
It weighs 
3 ,000 poun ds, is twelv e feet high, an d 
cost $17,000. 
A man n amed Petersen , who was a 
son of the man wrlio own ed the house in 
which Lin coln died, has the pillow-case 
an d qu ilt u pon which he b reathed his 
last b reath. 
They are clotted an d 
stain ed with b lood, b u t Petersen con ­ 
siders them worth a great deal an d he 
would hardly sell them for their weight 
in silv er. 
There is a tall, thin messen ger at the 
AVhite House n amed Pen dle who has 
b een thero for n early thirty y ears, an d 
who was on du ty on the n ight that tho 
Presiden t was shot. 
He will tell y or 
how he was affected b y little Tad Lin 
coin sob b in g an d cry in g, “Oh! they 
hav e killed my papa!

E L E C T O R A L V O T IN G . 


The Earlier R atio of V otes and Population* 
Lo o king back into the early histo ry 
o f Presidential electio ns, many facta 
are develo ped which are interesting, 
viewed fro m the standpo int o f the pres­ 
ent gro wth o f the co untry . 
At tho 
first Presidential electio n Geo rge Wash­ 
ingto n received the unanimo us vo te o f 
all the States, amo unting to 6 9 , but 
New Yo rk did no t vo te. Massachusetts, 
Pennsy lvania, ami Virginia each po lled 
10 vo tes; New Hampshire, 5; Co nnecti­ 
cut, 7 ; New Jersey , 6 ; Delaware, 3; 
Mary land, 8 ; So uth Caro lina, 7 ; and 
(leo rgia, 5. 
At the seco nd electio n o f 
President Washingto n, Massachusetts 
po lled 16 vo tes; Pennsy lvania, 15; Vir­ 
ginia, 21, while New Yo rk had abo ut 
12. 
The same vo te w as maintained x m- 
til Jefferso n’s seco nd electio n, in 1805, 
when Virginia led with 24 vo tes, Penn­ 
sy lvania 20. and Massachusetts and New 
Yo rk had go tten o n equal terms with 
19 , 
This ratio was maintained until 
the electio n o f President Madiso n, in 
1813, when New Yo rk came to the fro nt 
with 20 electo ral vo tes, fo llo wed by 
Pennsy lvania and Virginia, each 25, 
and Massachusetts 22. 
At the electio n 
o f Jo hn Quincy Adams, in 1825, tho 
electo ral vo te of New Yo rk had in­ 
creased t o 36 , Pennsy lvania to 28 , wliiio 
Virginia camo do wn t o 24, and Massa­ 
chusetts t o 15, 
This ratio was maintained until tha 
re-electio n o f President Jackso n, in 
1833, when New Yo rk had 42, Pennsy l­ 
vania 30, while Virginia decreased to 
28, and Massachusetts to 14. 
Under 
the new ratio o f representatio n tha 
electo ral vo tes o f all the Htates wero 
numerically reduced at tho electio n o f 
James K. Po lk, in 1845, New Yo rk 
heading the list with 36 , and Pennsy l­ 
vania with 26 , Virginia falling to 17, 
and Massachusetts to 12. 
Meanwhile,

Lo n do n , July 34.—Sir W alterPhillim ore, 
on behalf ot the queen’s p roctor, 
resumed 
his address to tbs jury in the Crawford* 
Dilke divorce case on the assembling of the 
court Friday morning. 
He contended th at 
the whole of Mra. Crawford’s confeseion of 
her illicit intercourse with Sir Charles 
Dilke was ooncocted to shield C ap t Foster. 
Judge Hannen, in his charge to the jury , 
said that Dilke’s silence during the first 
trial of tbs case suggested th at he was 
guilty . 
“Would any man on the jury ,” 
asked the judge, “remain silent, even under 
counsel’s advice, when a tissue of falsehoods 
was being woven seriously affecting his 
moral character. ” 
The judge's charge was 
wholly unfavorable to Dilke. 
He dwelt 
up on the absence of any confirmation of the 
eesential p art of Dilke’e story , and said 
th at it was 
certainly remarkable that 
M ra Crawford was able to accurately de­ 
scribe the bed-room where Dilke had se­ 
duced her. 
The evidence of those who tes­ 
tified with regard to Dilke'e visits to the 
W arren Street house was wholly unshaken, 
and if the jury believed it Dilke’s evidence 
had no weight 
The formal veidict avoids mentioning the 
name of Sir Charles Dilke, but declares that 
no m aterial facts bearing on the case had 
been sup p ressed a t the p revious trial, where 
a decree of divorce obtained by Mr. Craw­ 
ford from his wife, was obtained justly . 
There was no scene in the court room on 
the announcement of the verdict and very 
little cheering by the crowd. 
Sir Charles 
Dilke vanished directly after the verdict 
was rendered. 
Mr. Donald Crawford, the 
p laintiff, was cheered on p assing from the 
court-room. 
Dilke has issued an addrese to the electors 
of Chelsea, in which, after oomp lainiug that 
be was not p ermitted to manage his own 
case and be p ersonally rep rveeded by coun­ 
sel, he say s: “As far as p ublic life goes I 
have no op tion but to accep t the verdict; 
• and while p rotesting once more against its 
injustice, can only assure y ou, as I have 
already often solemnly assured y ou, and 
with equal eolemnity sworn to in court, 
that I am innocent of the charges brought 
against me, and resp ectfully and gratefully 
bid y ou farewelL” 
The Daily Telegrap h, commenting on the 
Crawford case, say s: “The whole case, from 
beginning to end, is a p ublic calam ity .” 
The Standard say s: “The issue of the 
trial leaves the character of Dilke in a worse 
p light than before.” 
The Daily News say s: “No more shock­ 
ing outrage up on m orality was ever dragged 
before a disgusted community .” 
The Chronicle say s: “The vail lifted re­ 
veals a career of the blackest villainy .” 
The Times say s: “It is not surp rising that 
the decision was against Dilke. 
It is best 
to p ass in silence the nastiness which was 
the subject of the inquiry .”

v o ice, tli*1 pro nuncia tio n, a nd the tho ug ht 
ex pressed in speech is a co mplete index to 
the indiv idua l who ho lds y o ur a ttentio n, 
a nd no t less certa inly do es the co lo r o f ink 
used, the sha pe a nd qua lity o f pa per, a nd 
tin* fa shio ning o f the cha ra cters in a writ­ 
ten co mmunica tio n tell the sto ry o f the 
perso na lity o f the inditer.

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Mr. Qu in cy n arrated the fo llo win g 
characteristic an ecdo te o f Mr. Webster. 
The ro u te between Bo sto n an d New 
Yo rk by the way o f New Hav en bad 
ju st been o p en ed, an d Mr. Qu in cy was 
o ccu p y in g a seat with Mr. Webster, 
when the cars sto p p ed at the latter city . 
Mr. Webster was n o t q u ite well, an d, 
say in g he tho u ght it wo u ld be p ru den t 
to tak e so me bran dy , ask ed Mr. Qu in cy 
to acco mp an y him in search o f it. 
They 
acco rdin gly en tered a bar-ro o m n ear 
the statio n , an d the o rder was giv en . 
The atten dan t, witho u t lo o k in g at his 
cu sto mer, mechan ically to o k a decan ter 
fro m the shelf behin d him an d p laced 
it n ear so me glasses o n the co u n ter. 
Ju st as Webster was abo u t to help him­ 
self the bar-ten der, hap p en in g to lo o k 
u p , started as if he had seen a sp irit, 
an d cried “Hto p !” with great v ehe­ 
men ce. 
He then to o k the decan ter fro m 
W ebster’s han d, rep laced it o n the 
shelf fro m when ce it came, an d disap ­ 
p eared ben eath the co u n ter. 
Bisin g 
fro m the dep ths, he bo re to the su rface 
an o ld-fashio n ed black bo ttle, which he 
su bstitu ted fo r the decan ter. 
Webster 
p o u red a small q u an tity in to a glass, 
dran k it o ff with great relish, an d threw 
do wn half a do llar as p ay men t. 
The 
bar-k eep er began to fu mble in a draw er 
o f silv er, as if selectin g so me smaller 
p ieces fo r chan ge, whereu p o n W ebster 
waiv ed his han d with dign ity , an d with 
rich an d au tho ritativ e to p es p ro n o u n ced 
these wo rds: “My go o d frien d, let me 
o ffer y o u a p iece o f adv ice. 
When ev er 
y o u giv e that go o d bran dy fro m u n der 
the co u n ter n ev er tak e the tro u ble to 
mak e chan ge.” 
As they tu rn ed to go 
o u t, the dealer in liq u o rs (» laced o n e 
han d u p o n the bar, threw himself o v er 
it, an d cau ght Mr. Qu in cy by the arm. 
“Tell me who that man is!” he cried, 
with gen u in e emo tio n . 
“He is Dan iel 
Webster,” Mr. Qu in cy an swered. 
The 
man p au sed, as if to fin d w o rds ade­ 
q u ate to co n v ey the imp ressio n made 
n p o n him, an d then ex claimed, in a fer­ 
v en t half whisp er, “By heav en , sir, that 
man sho u ld be Presiden t o f the Un ited 
States!” The adju ratio n was stro n ger 
than Mr. Qu in cy had written , bu t it 
was n o t u ttered p ro fan ely , it w as simp ly 
the emp hasis o f an o v erp o werin g co n ­ 
v ictio n . 
The Rev . Dr. Newman lias written 
me that the “Ho t Sco tch” sto ry is n o t 
tru e. 
It was first p rin ted in Washin g­ 
to n two y ears sin ce, has been rep eated 
again an d again , an d I saw n o reaso n 
why it sho u ld n o t be tru e, so I gav e it 
cu rren cy . 
Bu t 1 cheerfu lly p u blish 
the rev eren d gen tleman 's den ial o f it. 
In May , 1 859, two eo mman deries o f 
Kn ights Temp lar arriv ed at Washin g­ 
to n fro m Bo sto n an d Pro v iden ce re­ 
sp ectiv ely , o n their way to Richmo n d, 
to mak e a retu rn v isit to the Sir Kn iglits 
o f Virgin ia. 
Tho se fro m Bo sto n n u m­ 
bered abo u t o n e hu n dred, an d tho se 
fro m Pro v iden ce abo u t six ty , each co m- 
in an derv hav in g a fin e ban d o f mu sic. 
Arriv in g o n Satu rday n ight, they sere­ 
n aded the Presiden t, who made them a 
n ice little sp eech, ex p ressin g liis de­ 
light when the citizen s o f the No rth 
v isited the citizen s o f tho So u th, as 
these frien dly in terchan ges o f so cial 
v isits co u ld o n ly be p ro du ctiv e o f go o d. 
The n ex t day they atten ded div in e wo r­ 
ship at the Un itarian Chu rch, where a 
s* rmo n o n the “ Cro ss o f Christ” was 
deliv ered by Sir Kn ight Haley . 
In the 
aftern o o n they atten ded the Presby ­ 
terian Chu rch, where they listen ed to 
Sir Kn ight Su n derlan d. 
On their re­ 
tu rn , the Bo sto n an d Pro v iden ce co m- 
man dries were esco rted by the Y\ ash- 
in gto n Co mman dery 
to the 
White 
Ho u se, where they were p resen ted by 
Majo r B. B. Fren ch to the Presiden t o f 
the Un ited States. 
Mr. Bu chan n an , in 
rep ly in g, again ex p ressed his p leasu re 
at set in g so large an d resp ectable a 
p o rtio n o f the No rth v isitin g,the So u th. 
He had n o do u bt if they wen t So u th 
with an y p articu lar #p reju dices they 
were all remo v ed by the warm hearts 
they there fo u n d. 
Altho u gh 
they 
c;'u ie fro m the No rth, he k n ew that the 
co ld w in ds co u ld n o t chill the hearts o f 
Kn iglits Temp lar. 
It was n o t in their 
p o wer to go 
4o Jeru salem to rescu e the 
ho ly sep u lehte, as did the k n ights o f 
o lden time, bu t it w as with them to 
rally aro u n d an d defen d the Co n stitu ­ 
tio n an d the Un io n , n o t by drawn 
swo rds, bu t bv a high an d mo ral fo rce. 
He had n o misgiv in gs bu t that they 
wo u ld do it. 
This Un io n had been left 
to u s as a p recio u s legacy by o u r an ces­ 
to rs, an d it was the du ty o f all o f u s to 
carefu lly gu ard the tru st the hero es o f 
the Rev o lu tio n had imp o sed u p o n u s, 
an d to p reserv e it fo r ages to co rn er 
Presiden t Bu chan an had n ev er go n e 
higher in Free maso n ry than the degree 
o f the Ro y al Arcli, bu t he to o k a great 
in terest in the in stitu tio n . 
The eu lo gies co mmemo rativ e o f the 
life an d p u blic serv ices o f Gen . Jo hn A. 
Qu itman were remark ably ex cellen t. 
A n ativ e o f New' Yo rk , he was a fav o r- 


ito ado p ted so n o f Mississip p i, an d in 
the Mex ican Wa r he had distin gu ished 
himself at the head o f tho co lu mn w hich 
first en tered the cap ital o f the Mo n te- 
zu mas, an d leceiv ed its su rren der. 
In 
the Ho u se o f Rep resen tativ es, where 
he su bseq u en tly serv ed, he was eq u ally 
p o p u lar, an d he was co u n ted o n as a 
p ró min en t leader in the co in in g se­ 
cessio n o f tho So u th. 
Pro min en t in 
the Maso n ic fratern ity , he was well 
v ersed in its ritu als, an d to o k

in terest in its p ro sp erity .

The rep o rt o f the Residen t in tho 
State o f Selan go re, in the Malay Pen in ­ 
su la, fo r tho last y ear co n tain s so me 
cu rio u s in fo rmatio n with regard to tho 
“abo rigin al tribes,” called the Sak ils, 
who n u mbered between 7 0 0 an d 80 0 . 
They are in n in e div isio n s, u n der head­ 
men called Batin s, an d they liv e main ly 
by co llectin g gu tta, rattan s, an d o ther 
ju n gle p ro du ce. 
As far as is k n o wn 
they hav e n o fo rm o f religio u s wo rship , 
bu t they are v ery su p erstitio u s, believ ­ 
in g in go o d 
a nd bad o men s, the sacred 
character o f certain birds, an d they 
alway s desert a v il lago as u n lu ck y u p o n 
the death o f an y member o f the tribe. 
They tatto o figu res o n their arms, bu t 
do n o t u se an y sp ecially sign ifican t fig­ 
u res, p ecu liar to each tribe, an alo go u s 
to the to tems o f the No rth American 
In dian s. 
They co n sider n o k in d o f 
edible fo o d u n clean , bu t 
eat 
ev en 
mo n k ey s, sn ak es, an d sco rp io n s, which 
they k ill by mean s o f a blo w-p ip e, 
thro win g a dart p o iso n ed with the ju ice 
o f the ip o li o r u p as tree. 
Fo r largo 
game they u se a k in d o f a cro ss-bo w , 
co n sistin g o f a’sharp en ed bambo o sp ear, 
p laced ho rizo n tally o n a gro o v ed lo g, 
an d a ben t sap lin g fasten ed back by a 
rattan co rd. 
This co rd is stretched 
acro ss a p ath in the ju n gle, an d o n 
bein g to u ched releases the sap lin g with 
su fficien t fo rce to driv e it co mp letely 
thro u gh a deer’s bo dy . 
Tho Hak eis 
liv e in small hu ts bu ilt o f bambo o an d 
thatched with leav es o f the Bertam 
p alm, raised eight feet o r mo re abo v e 
the gro u n d. 
They are sly an d easily 
frighten ed, bu t are q u ite harmless, an d 
are gradu ally beco min g accu sto med to 
Eu ro p ean s, by who m they are emp lo y ed 
to track garn i» an d cu t p aths thro u gh 
the ju n gle. 
They are small in statu re, 
bu t are o therwise v ery similar in ap ­ 
p earan ce to the Malay s, fro m wriio m 
they differ, ho wev er, in u su ally hav in g 
wav y in stead o f straight-gro win g hair. 
A few Malay s are attached to ev ery 
Sak ei co mmu n ity to act as go -betw'eeiis 
in tho sale o f their p ro du ce, an d the 
o fficials hav e receiv ed sp ecial in stru c­ 
tio n s to p ro tect these abo rigin al tribes.
